Washington, D. O., July 2 hen Betator 
Hitchcock of Neb withdrew from the 
Democratic tariff caticus today because that 
body voted down his amendment that would 
put @ graduatéd income tax on tobacco pro- 
duction, he precipitated the liveliest time the 
senate Democrats have had since they began 
consideration of the tariff measure. | 

Senator Hitchcock’s revolt, which he later 
declared did not mean that he had with- 
drawn from the party or that he would not 
support the party measure, served to deter- 
mine that there will be a binding resolution 
passed by the caucus pledging the senators 
to support the bill as ratified, torefrain from 

troducing any amendments not proposed 

by the finance committee majority, and not to 
support any amendments offered from the 
Republican side. 
It was because he anticipated such a reso- 
lution that the Nebraska senator announced 
that he could not remain in the caucus be 
cause he intended to introduce his tobacco 
tax amendment in the senate and to lead a 
‘fight there for its adoption. 


Plead with Him to Remain. 
When, in the course of his talk to the 
caucus, the senator announced his decision, 
and the reasons therefor, many of his col- 
leagues who had supported him in the vote 
on his amendment pleaded with him to re- 
main in the room. There was considerable 
excitement as senator after senator urged Mr. 
Hitchcock not to go out, assuring him that 
he could be granted the privilege of bring- 
ing up his amendment without taking sucha 
drastic course. Senator Hitchcock declared, 
however, that there was no other course 
open, and left the room while the excitement 


was at its height. 

The vote on the amendment was 23 to 18, 
the senators supporting it being Ashurst, 
Bacon, Clarke of Arkansas, Fletcher, Hitch- 
cock. Hollis, Kern, Lea, Martine, Myers, 
Newlands, O’Gorman, Pomerene, Robinson, 
Saulsbury, Sheppard, Shields, and Varda-

Needs Separate Consideration. 

After the excitement had calmed down 
statements were issued by Senators Sim- 
mons, chairman of the finance committee, 
who opposed the amendment, and Kern, 
chairman of the caucus, who supported it. 
Senator Simmons said: . 
“The caucus declined to adopt the so- 
called ‘Hitchcock amendment to the .tariff 
bill principally because it did not consider 
it wise to attempt in a tariff measure to deal 
with the trust evil. It was felt that the trust 
question should be dealt with as a separate 
one as soon as it could be reached and only 
after such thorough and mature considera- 
tion as the great importance of the subject

Press dispatches say sanguinary Sighting 
has occurred at Ovtchepalye, where the Bul- 
garian losses were enormous and 4,000 Bul- 
garians surrendered. 
2,000 Servians were killed and wounded. 


Sever Greco-Servian Line. 

According to the best information here the 
battle line extended from Kotchana, Istip, 
and Strumitz toward Guevgheli and thence. 
onwards to the Gulf of Orfani. 

The Bulgariane delivered their heaviest 
blows at Guevgheli, where they severed the 
Greco-Servian line, and at Istip. They still 
hold Guevgheli, but were driven trom Istip 
eventually, with heavy losses, towards 
Ovtchepolye, where the Servian army was 
massed. The Servian supporting forces met 
the Bulgarians at Dermak and Petrishino, 
where a flerce fight Wen The Bulgarians 
suffered heavily. | 

May Have Retaken Istip. 

On the other side of Guevgheli the Greek 
armies are concentrated and the Bulgarians 
risk being caught between two fires. — 

Unconfirmed dispatches tonight report fur- 
ther heavy fighting in the Istip district, in 
which the Servians were compelled to aban- 
don their fortified positions at the town of 
Istip and leave. behind their wounded.

The fighting continued 
until 8 o'clock this morning, when the rebels 
rushed the federals and took the town.

Articles of incorporation were issued yes- 
terday by Judge Baldwin to the Union Sta- 
tion company.“ The capital is fixed at $50,- 
000,000, the Hmit permitted, and the stock- 
holders are the Burlington, St. Paul, and the 
Pennsylvania roads. 

The surprising feature of the incorporation 
ig the indication that the Pennsylvania has 
lost its comimanding position as the dom- 
inating factor in the terminal. One-half of the 
Capital is assigned to the Burlington and 
one-quarter to each of the other two roads, 


Pennsylvania Man Acts. 

Despite the assignment of stock in the 
company, Frank J. Loesch, attorney for the 
Pennsylvania company, filed the petition. He 
has not before appeared in the terminal 
matter except when as a member of the Chi- 
cago real estate board he voted in favor of 
approving the plans of the Pennsylvania 
group for their west side terminal. 

Coincident with the proceedings in the Cir- 
cuit court, Attorney Loesch sent a clerk to 
Springfield. with a check for $50,000 to be 
paid to_the state treasurer as an incorpora- 
tion fee. The $50,000 is based on the charge 
of $1 for every $1,000 of capital. 

Attorney Loesch, in explaining the purpose 
of the incorporation, declared that it had no 
immediate significance. He stated that a 
corporation would’ have to be in existence to 
accept the city ordinance snould the council 
pass one, and that today’s action was merely 
in preparation for such a possibility. 


Corporation for Fifty Years. 

The presidents of the three roads, Samuel 
Rea for the Pennsylvania, A. J. Earling 
for the St. Paul, and Darius Miller for the 
Burlington, Are the incorporators. In ad- 
dition to Miller and Earling, Vice Presidents 
Joseph Wood ahd J. J. Turner of the Pennsyl- 
vania system compose the directorate. The 
corporation is to continue for fifty years. 

The incorporation was effected under an act 
passed by the last general assembly amend- 
ing the law with reference to union depots 
and stations, It became effective Tuesday 
and the petition was filed yesterday. Judge 
Baldwin remarked that the law was new to 
him and that his duties were largely pas- 
sive rather than judicial.

Withgme suffrage parade a thing of the 
past and the suffrage law im full force, the 
Officials Of the IIlinols Equal Suffrage asso- 
ciation went to work yesterday on instruc- 
tion ox Women voters and organization plans 

Mrs. George W. Trout, president of the 
association, followed the festivities of Tues- 
day with work on organizing every precinct 
im the state. There 10 no intention to weld 
the women of the state into a political party 
distinct from the other political parties, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Trout. The organization 
Will be along educational lines. 


Will Line Up on Issues Only. 

While the state association will wield a 
lot of power,” said Mrs. Trout, “ it will work 
on issues and not on men. The women will 
be taught to see the issues. Many of them 
who have been connected wtih the suffrage’ 
organization or with women’s clubs already 
have learned to see the issues. 

Thousands of others, however, who never 
have bein connected with women’s organiza- 
tions will seek’ information which they ought 
to have jn using their vote. The state organ- 
ization will outline courses of study on civic 
problems and the downstate women will be 
cared for in these courses as well as the 
women of Chicago, whose problems are dif- 
ferent. The directors of the state associa- 
tion have a lot of hard work before them for 
the summer.“ 


Women Visit City Hall. 
Members of the Woman's City club, which 
held a women's class on Tuesday and dis- 
cussed the garbage. situation, went to the 
city hall yesterday expecting to get some an- 


wers tb their questions in regard to what 


the city is going to do in the garbage mat- 
ter. Miss Amelia Sears, superintendent of the 
chub, led the delegation.

Anton J. Cermak, secretary of the United

ASKS. JOHNSON “BOND FORFEIT | 


Government Moves to Collect 
$30,000 Personal Pledge. 


COVERS UNTRIED CHARGES. 


Granting of Motion Would Cause Sale 
of Property. 


The government yesterday made a demand 
that the 630,000 bond of Jack Johnson, negro 
pugilist, be forfeited. District Attorney 
Wilkerson and Harry A. Parkin, his assist- 
ant, who had charge of the Mann act prosecu- 
tion against the negro, made the motion be- 


fore Judge Carpenter, 
The court will hear arguments on the mo- 
tion at 10 o'clock this morning. The action 


of the government came as a surprise to 
Attorney Benjamin Bachrach, counsel for 
the defense, as it was generally believed the 
only bond the negro had given was one for 
$15,000 on the appeal of his case to the United 


States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The additional bond was signed by Johnson 
on June 28 to cover eleven remaining Mann 
act indictments against him. He was per- 
mitted to sign this bond himself and without 
the necessity of scheduling property. 

It ig this bond the government demands 
forfeited because of the negro’s trip to Eu- 
rope while under a one year's penitentiary 
sentence for trafficking in white women. An 
important provision of this bond is that he 
shall not leave the jurisdiction of the District 
court without the consent of the presiding 
judge. The government contends that this 
provision has been violated by the negro's 
journey to foreign térritory. 

The changes in the pugilist’s bonds were 
made on the day his appeal was granted. Up 
to that time he had been free on a $30,000 
bond signed by Matthew Baldwin, a real 

estate dealer of Evanston. 

Judge Carpenter reduced this bond to $15,- 
000 pending the review of the case by the 
Court of Appeals. The government followed 
this action by compelling Johnson to sign 
an additional $30,000 bond on the remaining 
indictments. 

Should Judge Carpenter grant the motion 
the government will make an effort at once 
to locate Johnson's property so as to sat- 
isfy its claim on the forfeiture.

PoLIIcAE CONTROL SEEN 


: It Would Not Create Currency 
‘Elastically Responsive to 
Sound Credit,’ Says Farwell. 


The National Citizens’ league, a big organ- 
ization of business men built up two years 
* ago for the promotion of a sound banking 
system, yesterday. issued its report on the 
Glaes-Owen banking bill, now under consid- 
eration at Washington, and supported by 
President Wilson. 
: The report, while commending the bill as a 
+ start toward adequate legislation, is far from 
favorable. In addition to the “political con- } 
trol it sees as a certainty from the method 
of appointing the directors of the federal re- 
serve board, the league points out seven 
specific features it thinks must be N 
if the program is to work. 
These are, briefly, compulsion of one re- 
gerve bank to discount for another, limita- 
tion of security back of discount paper, lack 
of limit on rediscounts, limiting treasury 
note issue, continued locking away of vast 
amounts of cash (the chief objection to the 
present system), probable ignorance of board 
regarding business conditions, and failure to 
« gpecify gold reserve. 
The league finds, on the other hand, a plan 
for mobilizing reserves, a fair amount of 
control of the gold movements, and eventual 
elimination of the bond secured national 
bank notes. These and other features it com- 
mends highly. i 
Farwell Opposes Arbitrary Power. 
On the other points John V. Farwell, presi- 
t of the league, has this to say: 7 
No board should have arbitrary power 
to shift money from one reserve district to 
‘another. Such rediscounts are the only 
means for the mobilization of reserves, which 
is necessary, but such rediscounts should 
come in response to commercial operations, 
under the natural influence of discount rates. 
Despite the inhibition in the bill against 
rediscounting paper whose proceeds are to | 
be used in trading in or carrying stcoks, to 
_make government and other bonds the basis 
for such discounts, and so place them on the 
same level as commercial paper, is a serious 
error. It opens the door wide to currency 
inflation, and makes possible the complete 
elimination of any elasticity in the treasury 
note issues. 3 


No Limitation on Nediscounts. 

“The act fails to provide any Nmitation 
on rediscounts. In this respect it goes de- 
yond the act prepared by the monetary com- 
mission, which limited the volume of redis- 
counts permitted any bank to the amount of 
ite capital stock. 

The act plans an absolute limit of $500, 000, 
000 on the amount of federal reserve treasury 
notes that may be issued. Such a Hmitation 
unduly confines the elasticity of these notes 
and is unneceseary. Theactasit stands does 
not conform to requirements, but the remedy! 
is not the placing of an absolute Mmit on the 
amount of notes that may be issued and the 
placing in the hands of the federal reserve 
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existence. 

“The bill continues our present practice 5 
of locking up in bank vaults which 
cannot be used any purpose unless the 
federal reserve board suspends the reserve 
reuirements of the act, as it has a right to do. 
The amount to be kept locked away is slight- 
ee e e eee ae 
very large. 


Cites Serious ‘Oversight. 4 

“This bill fails to provide the federal re- 
serve board with any regular, reliable means 
of. keeping in touch with the different sec- 
tions and interests of the country, and thus 
of getting the of information essential to 
the proper performance of its duties. This is 
a serious oversight. Without an advisory 
board there is great danger of thé develop- 
ment of an invisible power behind the throne 
which will not only expose the federal re- 
serve, board to unnecessary criticism, but 
may destroy the confidence of the people in 
the institutions it controls. 
“ The fundamental differences between the 
supporters of this bill and the advocates of 
u strictly scientific banking system are two. 


— 


The first difference is that of control of 
the system. Primarily, there are two things 
to be avoided in the making of any banking 
system—unhrestrained private control and ab- 

solute political control. The so-called Aldrich 
plan was denounced because it placed in- 
* gufficient restraint on private control. The 
Wilson-Glass-Owen plan, in seeking to avoid 
control by Wall street or the money trust, 
goes to the extreme of political control. The 
one is as dangerous as the other. Safety 
— in what has been defined as close gov- 
ernment supervision.’ It is possible to avoid 
both extremes. 


* 
Elasticity of Currency, 
The other difference is equally beyond 
_ @ompromise. It concerns the elasticity of 
currency and credit. In regard to that cur- 
rency or circulating medium which, for con- 
venience should take the form of notes, ee- 
cured by bank assets, it is proposed to make

Insanity Proceedings in Good Faith, 
| Judge Says.

Thomas B. Lantry, one of the four law- 
yers in the Dr. Kirby bankruptcy case cited 
for contempt of court by Judge Landis, was 
cleared of the charge yesterday in an opinion 
delivered by Judge Sanborn in the United 
States court. 
All the attorneys originally involved in 
the con proceedings which followed 
the insanity proceedings in the Kirby mat- 
ter are now cleared of the charges. 

Judge rn ends his opinion with the 
sentence: — 

“The respondent Lantry should de dis- 
charged for the reason that he acted in good 
faith and that he had probabty cause for be- 
lieving that Dr. Kirby was mentally un- 
sound.“ | 

The charge against Attorney Lantry was 
that he ‘procured the County court to de- 
clare Dr. Kirby insane, when, as a matter 
of fact, he knew that he was not insane, and 

then attempted to use the adjudication of 
the County court as a bar to proceedings in 
the bankruptcy court. Concerning Dr. 

Kirby's condition, Judge Sanborn said: 

He was clearly in a most serious and 

pitiable condition of health, as admitted by 

all the witnesses on both sides, and that by 
the terins of the Illinois statute he was in- 

Sane and a proper subject for commitment.” 

After reviewing the evidence regarding Dr. 

Kirby’s failing health and the brain disease 

causing it, which required him to give up 

his practice of medicine, Judge Sanborn at- 

tacks the lax banking laws of Illinois, which 

Permit such a man to start a private bank, 

and in this connection he referred to the fact 

that while Kirby was managing the bank he 

conceived the idea of getting a motor car,

Keen Borrowing Shown. 

More important than either of these con- 
siderations as an immediate influence were 
indications of the strong technical position 
of the market. There was keen borrowing 
demand for leading stocks, especially Union 
Pacific, which Pointed to an oversold con- 
dition. Short covering was rendered diffi- 
cult by the small offerings in sight around 
the present level of quotations. 

Operators ‘were inclined to favor the long side 
of the market for a turn, but business was on too 
small a scale to bring about a marked response 
in price movements. Changes exceeding small frac- 
tions were limited principally to specialties, a num- 
ber of which, including the petroleum stocks, rose 
sharply. 

Foreign markets were depressed by the disturb- 
ances in the Balkans, and heaviness of the home 
market at the opening, which was most noticeable 


in Union Pacific and Canadian Pacific was aseo- 
ciated with the decline in Americans abroad. 


Selling for Foreign Account. 


There was some selling here for foreign account, 
but the total was comparatively small and the local 
market seemed inclined to break away from the 
foreign influence, so long a factor of restraint.
